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Remarks 

The Official Action required Applicant to restrict the application to one of the 
identified inventions. In particular, the Official Action required restriction between 
Invention I (claims 1-23) and Invention II (claims 24-39). Applicant hereby elects 
Invention I (claims 1-23). Moreover, the Official Action required selection between 12 
distinct species. In this regard, Applicant elects identified species "a". In light of present 
amendments, Applicant believes claims 1-9, 12-18, 22-24, 27-29, and 32-39 now fall 
within the elected Invention I and the selected species "a". Examination of claims 1-9, 
12-19, 22-24, 27-29, and 32-39 is earnestly solicited. 
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Conclusion

Applicant submits that all remaining claims are in condition for allowance. 
Reconsideration is requested, and allowance of all remaining claims is earnestly 
solicited.
